L. (Tony) McPherson, Vulcan 
and T. A. Bryant of Lake Mc¬ 
Gregor. W. A. Moore, Barons, 
W. D. Trego, Gleichen, first vice- 
president of the U. F. A, and 
Wm. Irvine, of Calgary. 

Organizers of the league report 
that the great majority of the 
farmers of the district are join¬ 
ing the league, and they believe 
the Non-Partizan league can¬ 
didate will surely be elected. 

The league started in North 
Dakota, where it captured the 
entire state in 18 months, putting 
in farmers as govenor, lieuten 
ant govenor, and ninety per cent 
of the legislators. 

The literature of the party says 
that it stands in the first place 
for the public ownership of the 
government and in the second 
place for the publio ownership of 
public utilities, and wants them 
operated in the interests of all 
the people instead of a few mill¬ 
ionaires.

OFFICER’S DARING ACT 

A remarkable instance of most 
cool individual daring is being 
told of a British officer, enraged 
because a nest of German snip¬ 
ers were firing on our stretcher- 
bearers, although the enemy 
stretcher-bearers were working 
alongside for a considerable time 
unmolested after a number of 
ours had been shot down. The 
officer, carrying a Red Cross flag, 
walked boldly to the snipers’ hid¬ 
ing place and proceeded in the 
most vigourcus German to tell 
the snipers what he thought of 
them and their barbarity. He 
thereupon returned safely and 
not a single shot came after¬ 
wards from the sniper’s nest. 


RUNAWAY FATALITY 


A fatal accident occurred on 
the Macleod trail just outside the 
city of Calgary last Thursday, 
when Mrs. O. M. Pope, a well 
known resident of Blackie, was 
killed. The cause of her death 
was a runaway horse coming 
from an opposite direction which 
jumped over the side of the car. 

There were three cars proceed¬ 
ing towards Calgary on the Mai- 
ieod trail near Turner’s siding 
when the runaway animal was 
seen coming from the north. It 
passed the first two cars, but 
when met by a car driven by S. 
M. Dudley, of Calgary, in which 
Mrs. Pope was riding, it crashed 
over the top of the car, its hoof 
striking the unfortunate woman 
on the side of the head. Mr. 
Dudley, the driver of the car, was 
stunned but not seriously injur¬ 
ed. The horse suffered from a 
broken leg and was shot the same 
evening. 

On the previous Monday the 
Popes, who were tenants on Mr. 
Dudley’s farm near Blackie, were 
burnt out and lost all their effects 
and Mrs. Pope was on her way 
to Calgary to purchase clothing 
for her five children. 

The horse was later indentified 
as one driven by Wm. Mortimer 
who left-Calgary at about five 
o’clock for his home at Midna 
pore: The police found the 

wreckage of the buggy and 
searched the road for Mortimer. 
But did not locate him until late 
at night when he was found lay¬ 
ing in a Calgary livery stable in 
an intoxicated condition. He 
was taken to the police station. 
Wm. Mortimer was later releas¬ 
ed on $2,000 bail. In the mean¬ 
time a charge of manslaughter 
was entered against him and he 
will have his preliminary trail 
this week.

SOCIALIST MEETING 

Mr. John Reid of Calgary, the 
Socialist nominee for this riding 
at the next federal election, add¬ 
ressed a meeting in the Opera 
House on Sunday evening, his 
subject being "National and In 
ternational events and the work¬ 
ing class”. The audience was 
not a very large one. 

Mr. Reid’s lecture divided it¬ 
self into parts, the one being a 
criticism of the late government 
and the newly formed union 
government, and the other a re¬ 
view of the war and consciption. 

In criticssing the government 
for the many scandals of graft 
and profiteering such as the Ross 
rifle and the Flavelle Cases, the 
speaker dealt unmerciful blows 
at the system of government 
which would allow the represen¬ 
tatives of the people to rob the 
public treasury. He severely de¬ 
precated the War-time election 
act, characterizing it as a sample 
of legislative injustice. After 
spending thousands in order to 
get people to come aniKlive in 
Canada, the government turned 
round and disfranchised them 
immediately they considered that 
the votes would go against them 
There was also no justice in the 
measure. When the part dealing 
with votes for women was look¬ 
ed into it was found that women 
with relatives at the front were 
entitled to vote, whereas women 
who had no relatives at the front 
were debarred from voting. No 
other illustration was necessary 
to show that the politicians, at 
least, regard the franchise as a 
privilege and not as a right of 
the people, for they used their 
power of removing it to suit 
their own purpose. 

The fixing by the government 
of the grain prices while all other 
commodities passing through the 
hands of the interests were not 
fixed, afforded Mr. Reid the mak¬ 
ing ol'another strong pjint. The 
people were at the mercy of the 
politicians, who were in the 
hands of the interests, and until 
the people themselves awoke to 
the necessity of becoming their 
own government instead of giv¬ 
ing the power into the hands of 
men who cared more for what 
they could get from the interests 
than what they could for the peo¬ 
ple, conditions would not be any 
better. It was the duty of the 
people themselves to see that 
their affairs were taken care of 
by themselves.

Sixteen Seek Exemption and 
Three Report - for 
Service 

Up to the closing of the post- 
office last night, postmaster R. L. 
Elves ’had had nineteen of the 
military service papers filled in. 
Of these 16 had applied for ex¬ 
emption under the Military Ser¬ 
vice Act, while three had report¬ 
ed for service. 

The Military Service Act is 
getting slowly but surely to work 
in this district, and possibly the 
snowstorm yesterday kept a large 
number away who would other¬ 
wise have ipet the requirements 
of the Act. Early application is 
desirable as the work will then 
J>e completed all the sooner. Mr. 
Elves has the two forms which 
require to be filled in. One of 
these forms is “to report for mil¬ 
itary service” and the other is 
“claim for exemption”. Every 
man in Class 1 must fill one or 
other of these forms. If he does 
not wish to apply for exemption, 
being willing to go when called, 
he signs the “report for military 
service.” The form must be fill¬ 
ed out by the applicant and sign¬ 
ed by the postmaster. The post¬ 
master then gives the applicant 
a receipt showing that he has 
signed. This receiot the appli¬ 
cant must be able to produce at 
any time. ’ • 

In the case of applying for ex¬ 
emption similar procedure is foll¬ 
owed except that the application 
may be made either by the per¬ 
son concerned or by a person in¬ 
terested, such as his employer. 
In either'case the applicant re¬ 
ceives a receipt, showing that he 
has made application for exemp¬ 
tion, ar.d he must be able to pro¬ 
duce this receipt at anytime. ~ 

By means of these two-forms 
every man in Class 1 should b# 
registered by November 10th. In 
the case of an app'ication for ex¬ 
emption the registrar of the pro¬ 
vince, Mr. Carson of Calgary, will 
notify him by registered letter 
some days previous as to the date 
and tribual before whom he will 
have to appear, The tribunals 
commence to sit ori November 
8th. The men called for th£ first 
draft will not be called ’before 
December 10th. . 

Messrs. A. J. Flood and A. G.

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THE COMING ELECTION 

Almost every time one reads a newspaper 
these day* they are greeted with a more or’lies? 
definite election date. At one time it is tobe in 
December, at another time it will not tak£n?ace 
before^January er February. Apparently the 
newspaper guessers are no wiser on the matter 
than the average elector. Suffice it to say that 
the date will soon be unloaded upon us and we 
shall find ourselves in the turmoil of the struggle. 

The interim between the present and the 
time of the election, however, affords us a 
breathing space wherein we may get our ideas 
in line. Up to a few days ago it appeared that 
the election was going to be one conducted 
largely along party lines, but since the premier 
has announced his national government happily 
much of the bottom is knocked out of this pos¬ 
sibility and the fight will become more a straight 
war-time election. 

There are evidences throughout the country 
—as witness the liberals of Red Deer and the 
conservatives of Lethbridge—where party is 
still the stronger element, but it is more than 
probable that other electoral centres will profit 
through this aimless party blundering by having 
their eyes opened to the stern necessity of bury¬ 
ing the party hatchet and working amicably for 
the election of a straight win-the-war candidate. 
It cannot at the present time profit either party 
to overlook the fact that the country is heart 
and soul in the war and demands that Ottawa 
have representatives of that calibre sent there 
to manage the affairs of the country. In many 
cases there wtll be no need of liberal and tory 
running, far better that the party leaders should 
get together and choose one man as a win-the- 
war candidate. 

The one great idea on which we must keep 
our minds fixed is that the coming election is to 
decide Canada’s war policy. Domestic affairs 
are compartively dormant for the balance of the 
war and the men sent to Ottawa will be sent for 
the specific purpose of backing up the soldiers 
in the trenches. We are at war and have to 
stay in it to a finish and our record for the re¬ 
maining term of hostilities has-to be a great 
deal more honest and straightforward than it 
has been during the past three years. This em 
braces strictly war questions such as conscrip¬ 
tion, soldiers pay and pensions, finances, food 
conservation, the crushing of profiteering and 
other matters. Our duty therefore is not to 
haggle and scramble over party ideas and 
favouritism but to get down to business and see 
to it that the men we send to represent us in 
the consideration of these questions are the 
men best fitted for the task.

Soldiers Who Learn to Per- 
form Daily Duties by the 
Clock Never Forget 

One of the strongest recoftn- 
mendations for military life, in 
the opinion of men back from 
the front, is that it tends to give 
one settled habits of living. The 
soldier has a regular round of 
daily duties, including lengthy 
periods for recreation while in 
training, and he grows used to 
this method of ordering his ex¬ 
istence quickly. 

It is a tradition of the race that 
the easiest way to go through 
life enjoying oneself is to form 
good habits, such as regularity 
in rising, going to bed, eating, 
shaving, and the like. All these 
are learned by men in the army. 
Their duties are so ordered that 
they may perform the day’s tasks 
with the least possible delay and 
without confusion. 

Furthermore, the discipline 
maintained in the citizen armies 
which are fighting in the present 
war is by no means like that of 
former times, when harshness 
and severity were considered es¬ 
sential. It has been found out

The situation regarding ex¬ 
emptions to be granted under 
the Military Service Act has been 
greatly clarified by the announce¬ 
ment that the decision of Exemp¬ 
tion Boards will be governed by 
the national interest. This sug¬ 
gests in broad outline the policy 
that will be followed in dealing 
with those who are selected for 
service and desire to remain in 
the country.' 

It is plainly in the national in¬ 
terest that certain industries, 
such as agriculture, mining, fish¬ 
ing, transportation, munition or 
other war material manufactur¬ 
ing, etc., should be kept in a 
healthy condition. Instead of 
being a menace to the stability 
of these industries, the Military 
Service Act will help to maintain 
them in a thriving condition by 
conserving the labor supply they 
require. Indirectly, therefore, 
the Act is expected to prove a 
most beneficial instrument mak¬ 
ing for the prosperity of the 
country as a whole. 

No industry is exempted alto¬ 
gether. Individuals engaged in 
each one must submit to the pro¬ 
visions of the Act, the same as 
others. But, if a man is engaged 
in work of national importance 
which cannot be as well done by 
another the fact will always be 
Borne in mind when the Exemp¬ 
tion Board is considering his case. 
This is the dominent feature of 
the system.

Subject Has Not Been Over¬

Labour representation in the 
union-government is to be a matt¬ 
er of early consideration. In the 
reconstruction of the govern¬ 
ment up to the present time it 
has not been found possible to 
provide for special representat¬ 
ion of labour. But it is under¬ 
stood in wdl-informed .circles 
that the subject is by no means 
overlooked, and special attention 
will be given to it by the prime 
minister in the near future. 

There is reason to believe also 
that the prime*minister is anti¬ 
cipating arrangements under 
which New Brunswick will have 
two representatives in the cabin¬ 
et after the next election. In 
the formation of a union govern¬ 
ment there is not an unnatural 
feeling which may be stronger 
in one province than in the other, 
that consideration should be giv¬ 
en to both Dolilical p-.ties. Any 
such feeling in New Brunswick, 
it is stated, will be met by an 
arrangement as is now under 
consideration.

AND HOW IT WILL COME 


P. O’Connor Gives 
Ideas on Subject to 
U. S. Audience

ALLIES WILL HAVE 
BIG WHEAT SHORTAGE 

So Says Experts, Unless U.S. 
People Grow More 
Economical 

Of this year’s wheat crop only 
77,696,000 bushels or about 11.8 
per cent, will be left for export 
to the allies and neutrals after 
the requirements of the United 
States are filled, unless Ameri¬ 
cans heed the call of the food ad¬ 
ministration and curtail their 
consumption. Although Great 
Britain, France and Italy are 
rigorously administering and ec¬ 
onomizing their food, the situa¬ 
tion in wheat, according to the 
food administration is one of 
great difficulty and concern. 
Canada figures available show, 
will have a surplus of 120,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and that, add¬ 
ed to the sui^flus of the United 
States, will make less than 200,- 
000,000 bushels. The allied coun¬ 
tries will have a deficiency of 
400,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
says the experts. 



A meeting to consider the question of a Consolidated

by R. H. Barron, registrar of the department ot education. 


The liberation of Ireland will 
come either through the present 
convention, prompt action of the 
British government, or through 
the peace conference that ends 
the war, according to 'T. P. 
O’Connor, "Irish home ruler and 
member of parliament, in an ad¬ 
dress delivered Saturday before 
the Irish Fellowship club, Chica¬ 
go. He charged England with 
oppressing Ireland as severely 
as “any nation now under Ger¬ 
many’s yoke,” but declared the 
only obstacles to a free Ireland 
were England’s mistakes since 
the war, and the Sinn Fein policy 
which, in his belief, has arrayed 
Ireland against all the civilized 
nations in the war. He has come 
to America, he said, to speak 
against this policy, Which he 
demands be abandoned, rather 
than raise America as afri enemy 
to Ireland. After such a conclu¬ 
sive proof of the real position, in 
which the Irish in this part of 
America stand, declared Mr. 
O’Connor, it will be no longer 
possible for a small but noisy 
faction to misrepresent Irish 
sentiment. 


PROBABLE WAR COUNCIL 

The new union government 
will hold a series of important 
cabinet meetings this week. The 
firsa move will be the formation 
of a war cabinet, The names are 
not yet announced, but it is gen¬ 
erally believed it will consist 
of seven members as follows: 
Chairman, Sir Robert Borden,Sir 
Thomas White, Sir James Longh- 
eed, Hon. Arthur Meighen, Gen¬ 
eral Mewburn, Hon. N.W. Row¬ 
ell, and Hon. Frank B. Carvell. 

It is expected the date of elec¬ 
tions will be announce this week. 
If possible at all, the elections 
will be held before Christmas, 
and the dates most generally dis¬ 
cussed are December 10 and 17. 

The new cabinet will have to 
arrange the name for the elect¬ 
ion campaign. It is expected the 
new party will be called Union¬ 
ist. An official announcement 
will be made shortly along with 
an election manifesto, announc¬ 
ing the war policy of the new 
administration. 


Early returds in the prohibit 
ion referendum voted on on Mon 
day in the state of Iowa, indicate 
large ‘dry’ majorities. If the 
ratio obtained at mienight is 
maintained, prohibition will be 
carried in the state by 50,000. 

It is understood Dr. Michael 
Clark was offered a seat in the 
new union government but de¬ 
clined, feeling that he could be 
of more assistance to the doun- 
try by remaining outside the 
cabinet. -1

It is sometimes said that there 
is no sentirpent in business, but 
it is time that, in these days par¬ 
ticularly, sentiment plays a very 
large part in business.

He might, of courke, have had it 
paid direct to him, or to some 
American patriotic society, but 
he elected that it should go to 
the Canadian Red Cross, which a 
few days ago received a cheque 
for the amount.

CARE OF MACHINERY 


That the business men of Lo¬ 
mond are far from satisfied with 
the mail service fheted out "to 
them is evident from the tone of 
the Lomond ‘Press’, which advo¬ 
cates a daily mail service from 
Vulcan to Lomond' The ‘Press’ 
says: An effort should be made 
to have a daily mail from'Vulcan 
to Lomoncf by auto. An auto 
stage runs daily between the two 
Doints. The twice-a-week mail 
train on the Lomond branch of 
the C. P. R. is always from two 
to six hours late, thus making it 
impossible for business men to 
answer correspondence by return 
mail. The postal service is supp¬ 
osed to be an accomodation to the 
public, if not, it is useless. The 
mail service to Lomond is not an 
accomodation. 


Now is the time when it is in 
order to get machinery under 
cover. Every farmer should have 
an implement shed of simple con¬ 
struction located, if possible, be¬ 
tween the house and* barn. A 
long shed, about 18 feet wide, 
with continuous doors along one 
side is most convenient, and it 
will be found of great advantage 
if a small shop is provided atone 
end where spare parts can be 
kept and repairs made. Few 
realize the annual loss occasion¬ 
ed by unprotected machinery. 

There is also another serious 
loss which many farmers put up 
with, year after year, and it is 
the loss caused by not having re¬ 
pairs made until machines are 
actually required the following 
season. This not only necessit¬

Wm Irvine Addresses Large 
Audience on the Xims 
of the League 

Despite the inclement weather 
qufo'a large crowd was present 
at Blackie on Tuesday night to 
hear Rev. Wm. Irvine, of Cal¬ 
gary, and Harry W. Johnson, of 
Alderson, head organizer of the 
Non-Partisan League, speak on 
the Non-Partisan league move¬ 
ment. i 

Mr. Irvine said there was little 
difference between the old par¬ 
ties, and that both of them have 
represented, to a great extent, 
the big financial and business in¬ 
terests of the country and ‘ not 
the producers of wealth; 

He compared the platforms of 
the old parties to a ‘dummy tit’, 
a rubber contrivance used to 
stop babies from crying in the 
middle of the night, explaining 
that they did not injure the babies 
any and that “all they got was 
wind’’. 

It often was the case, Mr. Ir¬ 
vine stated, that the old parties 
would use their political plat¬ 
forms merely to get across “pol¬ 
itical streams”, and then forget 
about them after election. 

He showed that candidates of 
the Non-Partisan league were of 
necessity compelled to work for 
the inauguration of the program 
of the league, for each candidate 
is pledged to do so, and, as his 
resignation is obtained when no¬ 
minated, he will be recalled and 


a good man put in his place if he 
does not follow out the league’s 
program when in office, or does 
noCjnkJve an honest and trust¬ 
worthy representative of the 
people, and does not follow out 
the wishes of those whom he re¬ 
presents. 

The program of the Non-Part¬ 
isan Political league calls for the 
abolition of the patronage sys¬ 
tem and the inauguration of a 
civil service based on merit, fur¬ 
ther extention of the principle of 
direct legislation and the use of 
the recall, abolition of party pol¬ 
itics and the establishment of a 
businessess administration in the 
provincial house, and the free 
course of democracy in all phases 
of politics. * 

The economic program calls for 
government ownership and con¬ 
trol of every feasible public utili¬ 
ty, provincial owned terminal el¬ 
evators, flour mills, stock yards 
and packing houses, ruraf credit 
banks at cost, and public hospit¬ 
als throughout the province on 
the same basis as public schools. 

Mr. Johnson spoke briefly on 
“Facts for Farmers”, quoting 
statistics to show how the farm¬ 
ers and consumers are being rob¬ 
bed and taken advantage^ of by 
the railroads, millers and middle 
men in general. He stated that 
the producers of wealth must 
organize and get into politics for 
their own protection and for the 
welfare of the nation as? whole, 
and explained that what is need¬ 
ed is public ownership of the 
government and not trust own¬ 
ership, as at present.

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at the 
commencement of the present war, and 
lias since continued to be ( a British sul>- 
ject or a subject of an allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec- 
! lion of available Dominion Laud in Mac- 
Holm, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Snb-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Eh try by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
lesidenoe upon and cultivation of laud in 
each of three rears. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an adjoining quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3 00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six months in i '.eh of 
three years sfter earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain nre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditiona. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if liecannot si cure a pre eruption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six month* in each of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a bouse worth 
$80000. 

Holders of-entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as retidetica duties under 
certaiirconditiona. , 

When Dominion lands ars advertised 
or posted for entry,returned soldiers who 
have served overseas and have been hon¬ 
ourably discharged, recaive one day pri. 
ority in pp’ring forentry at local Agents 
Offica (I ot uot Hub-Agency). Discharge 
papers mi be presented to Agent.
